These experiences and facts have 
more weight than fivical theories 


educed from a loose theology and an 
overflow of liberalism. The long and 
well-established fact is, capital crime 
deserves capital punishment. Then, 
again, the fluctuatiog will of the peo- 
ple is not always reliable. It is liable 
to be as inefficient for the arrest of 
criminals and the suppression of 
crime as it is for the promotion of 
virtue and religion. So, too, the idea 
of putting ourselves in the place of 
an assassin in order to judge rightly 
ou this subject is unequal aud erro- 
neous. Rogues and assassins never 
think well of either the halter or the 
law. Though made for the disobedi- 


eut and unruly, the law is good ifa 





man use it lawfully. The design of 
chastisement and correction is to re- 
form ; that of penalty is to punish the 
guilty, to maintain the majesty of 
law, and to restrain by example. 
The authority of government must be 
sustained at all hazards. The fact 
that incompetent juries sometimes 
fail to convict is more of an argument 
against the system or against the con- 
stituepcy of juries and the methods 
of obtaining reliable and competent 
ones, than it is against capital punish- 
ment.

From CANADA. 

Mr. Epiror: I take up my pen to 
inform you and your readers what 
rapid strides we are making, on our 
side of the line, towards the unification 
of our beloved Methodism. You have 
been informed, by past communications, 
that in November last a committee 
from all the branches of Methodism 
met in Toronto to find out, if they 
could, * plan of union. They sat for 
most of two weeks and’discovered what 
they believed would be a basis likely to 
give satisfaction. 
| The next step was to submit the ba- 
sis for the consideration of the various 
churches. This was done in two cases 
by calling upon the members of the 
church to vote. In another, the Gen- 
eral Conference was called together, 
and the basis was accepted, and then re- 
ferred to the quarterly meetings and 
Annual Conferences. In our own church 
the basis went first to the quarterly 
meetings, then to the Annual Confer- 
ences, and thence to the General Con- 
ference, which has been held in this 
city since Wednesday last (29th ult). 








At the first session of Conference 
there seemed to be a diversity of opin- 
ion as to the proper mode of procedure. 
The president ruled that the business 
of Conference was to ratify the action 
of the lower courts on the basis of} 
union; of course they could discuss, if} 
they desired, the whole basis. Dr. 
Sutherland, the indefatigable secretary 
of the General Conference, moved for 
the basis to be accepted, and the neces- 
sary steps be taken to consummate un- 
ion. Dr. Williams, vice president, sub- 
mitted an amendment, the purport of 
which was, to postpone the matter for 
twelve months, until all legal difficul- 
ties were removed and certain amend- 
ments added to the basis. 

The discussion was of the ablest kind. 
All who took part had evidently thought 
seriously on the subject, and such as 
were opposed felt most keenly to their 
inmost souls. There was uo trifling; 
now and then there was a little person- 
ality, which was quickly suppressed; 
occasionally there was an ailusion to 
other churches, which was hardly ac- 
cording to the charity which thinketh 
no evil; but, taken as a whole, every 
man acted the part of Christian gentle- 
men and made one feel proud of the 
brotherhood of Methodist preachers. 

Of course, seeing that the basis is tu 
embrace four branches of Methodism, 
it was sure to contain some portions 
which would not, in the nature of the 
case, be acceptable to all. The basis 
must contain a portion of the peculiari- 
ties of each. It provided for general 
superintendency on a limited scale. 
This was tremendously opposed, as it 
was argued that the Annual Conferences 
would be deprived of their autunomy; 
it would be an expensive and cumber- 
some piece of machinery, etc. 

Lay delegation in the Annual Confer- 
ences was also opposed; and the restrict- 
ive rules, so common to all Methodist 
churches, not being in the basis, was 
regarded as very objectionable. A reso- 
lution was adopted recommending their 


restoration. The legal difficulty was a 
great stumbling-block. The parent 


body of the Bible Christian denomina- 
tion had refused its sanction to the 
union; the Conference, however, had 
set its parent at defiance, and resolved 
to fall into line. Some legal gentlemen 
had been consulted in respect to certain 
portions of our own peculiar situation, 
and the Was, some were 
doubtful respecting the right action to 
be taken.

The Methodist Church has a superan- 
uation fund, with a considerable invested 
capital. The other bodies are not in 
equally favorable circumstances. The 
basis provided a scheme on which they 
might enter. The weak parts of the 
said scheme were assailed most fear- 
lessly, and as it was made to appear 
that the union would affect the allow- 
ance to superannuated ministers and 
widows and fatherless children, great 
sympathy was created. 

Around these various parts the battle 
raged, at times somewhat fiercely; at 
length it was resolved that after four 
days of discussion the vote should be 
taken after a certain hour. Also it was 
resolved to limit the speakers to ten 
minutes each. The laymen took a great 
share in the debate, and most who did 
so gave proof that they were no disgrace 
to their position. When the time-limit 
arrived, all circumlocution and unnec- 
essary preliminary was laid aside, and 
the speakers dashed into their theme 
with dead earnestness, and when the 
president’s gavel came down upon them, 
some of them were so full that they 
talked on until they got to their seats. 

The house was crowded to its utmost 
capacity; at 8 o’clock Pp. M., the movers 
of the amendment and motion spoke in 
order, and summed up the debate. Both 
brethren acquitted themselves well, but 
it was evident that Dr. Sutherland had 
the sympathy of the house. The vote 
was taken by yeas and nays, when 123 
yeas and 38 nays were received for the 
motion, which was more than the re- 
quired three-fourths majority.

FroM VERMONT. 


Mr. Epiror: The late camp-meeting 
of the State Temperance Association, 
held at Morrisville, in its enthusiasm 
has probably never been surpassed in 
the history of the Association. The an- 
imus of the large assemblies coming to- 
gether there indicates that the interest 
in the cause of temperance is not one 
whit abated. One of the speakers, how- 
ever, took occasion in his speech to 
chide the women of the W.C. T. U. for 
their effort to defeat the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment before our legis- 
lature last fall, and gave them the gra- 
tuitous advice not to meddle with such 
matters again. At the close of the 
meeting several spirited ladies took the 
speaker to task for his uncalled-for and 
ungenerous remarks. Quite a discus- 
sion of the matter arose at once, engag- 
ing the attention of a number, both la- 
dies and gentlemen. The offending 
speaker found he had been speaking 
without a full knowledge of the facts 
in the case, and afterwards made an am- 
ple and public apology, virtually re- 
tracting that part of his speech which 
had given offense. 

After returning home, I sent a copy 
of the much-discussed and defeated 
prohibitory amendment, together with 
some of the chief points made for it 
and against it, to Hon. Neal Dow, of 
Portland, Me, asking if he would be 
willing to give me his opinion of the 
document, and also allow me to make 
such use of it as I might be able to 
make, for the relief of certain members 
of the W. C. T. U., who have been very 
sorely pressed—not to say abused — 
for their action in aiding in its defeat. 
The following is his reply :—

the lst is just received. The wording 
of the proposed constitutional prohibi- 
tory amendment in Vermont was most 
unfortunate, asI think, and it must 
have been drawn by some one not inti- 
mately acquainted with the matter. 
There could not have been any reason, 





as a matter of policy, certainly not asa 





matter of principle, in excepting wine 


from the Operation of the proposed 
amendment, while the exemption 
would have been a great mischief. 


There could be uo reason for the ex- 
emption of cider, except the fear that 
without it the proposed amendment 
would not be adopted, and I do not 
know if there was any ground for such 
fear. 

Wine is not made in Vermont in any 
such quantity that an interest in its 
manufacture could have had any influ- 
ence on the popular vote, while its ex- 
emption would certainly have opened 
the door to innumerable and mischiev- 
ous abuses, as wein Maine well know. 
In this State, the manufacture of wine 
from native fruit was allowed, but it 
was a tremendous nuisance, and was 
prohibited. 

When the matter comes up again in 
Vermont, the subject should be care- 
fully considered, and wisely determined. 
I think it will be the conclusion that 
she women of the Christian Temperance 
Union were justified in their view of 
the practical effect of the amendment, 
if adopted.

CHILDREN’S DAY ABROAD. 

The Rev. John W. Butler, writing from 
the City of Mexico, says: ‘ Children’s 
Day was pretty generally observed 
throughout our Mission. The meetings 
were all excellent, and the financial 
result in twelve appointments was 
$55.10. This is an increase on last 
year’s report, with one or two places 
yet to hear from.” 

It may be remarked that the Chil- 
dren’s Red Letter was translated into 
Spanish, and sent through the schools, 
as in this country. 

The Rev. L. Nippert, D.D., writing 
from Frankfort on the Main, says that 
on all the circuits and stations in the 
Germany and Switzerland Conference, 
except 12, Children’s Day collections 
were taken, amounting to 371 marks. 
He adds: ‘Our people and ministers 
are becoming interested in the cause, 
and there is no doubt that the Children’s 
Day will by and by become a success in 
Germany.”’

The two 
former have already successfully adopted 
and constantly practice that method. 
Who was not profoundly impressed by 
the masterly discourses of Dr. J. B. 
Ttomas (Baptist) at the late New En- 
gland Assembly? And, for not a little 
ofthe power of these grand orations, 
he was indebted to the simple fact that 
they were spoken, not read. 





Paul taught a precept, rarely kept by 
many of our Lord’s disciples, when he 
said, ‘‘ Let all bitterness and wrath and 
anger undclamor and evil speaking be 
put away from you, with all malice.” 
The saintly Henry Longden tells us, in 
his diary, how he was enabled to Keep it. 
Said he, ‘‘ I was unjustly treated to-day, 
and was instantly tempted to anger. I 
cried ‘ Lord help me!’ and found an in- 
ward calm and self-possession, by which 
I had the advantage of my adversary.” 
That ‘‘ Lord help?me!” was the channel 
through which the grace of the Saviour 
flowed instantly into his hidden heart 
and made it a fountain of tenderness in- 
stead of a puddle of passion, as but for 
that grace it would havebeen. If every 
man, naturally given to anger, would 
habitually insert a ‘‘ Lord help me!” be- 
tween the offense given him and his 
reply to the offender, he, too, would find 
the grace of self-control, sweetness and 
kindness springing up within him asa 
refreshing fountain of spiritual and eter- 
nal life. Surely Heaven’s grace is 
stronger than man’s anger! 





In a certain ministers’ meeting. re- 
cently, the conditions of good preach- 
ing were discussed. An intelligent and 
discriminating reporter of the meeting, 
very pertinently, in summing up the 
discussion, remarks: ‘‘ One capital help 
in preaching I failed to hear mentioned 
at either meeting, and that is, a good 
wife.

LUTHER AT THE FRONT AGAIN. 


The gigantic and all-absorbing prep- 
arations in Germany for the celebra- 
tion of the fourth centennial of the 
birth of the great Reformer, have 
brought him again on the battle-field 
as if he had returned in the flesh. 
His name, his teachings, and his 
deeds now absorb the entire nation, 
and for the ponce nothing else is 
heard of in the press, from the 
rostrum, or the pulpit.

| but they have never been willing to
